CLEVER FRAUDS ON DUBLIN 
BUSINESS MEN, 


At the Dublin City Criminal Sessions 
yesterday, Lewis Lewis (stated to be a Welsh- 
man) and James Laverty were found guilty 
of having, between Ist and 23rd April last, 
conspired to obtain fraudulently sums of money 
from Frederick Thompson, Westmoreland 
street; Morris Simpkins, Sackville street, and 
W. D. Hogan, Henry street, 

It was alleged by the prosecution that the 
accused went to Mr, Thompson, Mr. Simpkins 
- Mr. Hogan, and by representing them- 

alves as “the State advertisirg agents,” with 

offices in Dawson street, induced them to take 
advertising space on a menu card purporting 
to be for the Metropole Restaurant. Deposits 
were paid by the renters of the space, but it 
subsequently transpired that the meny card 

was not genuine and that no order for it had 
been given by the manhageress or the secretary 
of the Metropole Restaurant. 

Examined for the defence ,a printer named 
Walsh deposed to getting an order from the 
defendants for 500 menu cards for the Metro- 
pole Restaurant. A depos't representing half 
the cost of printing was paid. 

There were previous convictions against 
Lewis, and Laverty had heen sentenced to 
five years’ penal servitnde in Belfast under 
the Northern Ireland Public Safety Act for 
being in possession of arms and ammunition.

lane, Dublin, Mr. T. J. Byrne, F.R.1.B.A., 
out-going President, commented upon the 
tendency towards settlement and real work 
which had marked the past year, There 
were now signs of an increased interest in 
building operations, while the recent Building 
Facilities Act would, it was hoped, do much 
towards giving this ancient industry a fresh 
start. 

They were still without town-planning re- 
gulations, but the Dublin Reconstruction Bill, 
which contained some of the principles re- 
guisite in town-planning codes, indicated that 
their country might not for long be without 
the important facilities provided by the Town- 
Planning Acts. ; 

With regard to architectural education, de 
finite schemes were now being promoted, ana 
proposals with regard to some form of regis- 
tration would also, he understood, be shortly 
put forward. The tendency for proposals 
such as these was towards uplifting the pro- 
fession, and in return for the advantages 
which ‘‘closed’’ professions secured for: their

PRICES OF BUILDING 
MATERIALS. 


MINISTERS’ POWERS TO FIX 
LIMIT. 


The Dublin Garette recently contained a 
notice to persons engaged in the sale of any 
materials or appliances used in the building 
of houses. 

In this notice the Minister of Local Gov- 
ernment called attention to Section 8 of the 
Housing (Building Facilities) Act, 1924, and 
gave notice that copies of contracts to be 
supplied to him in pursuance of the pro- 
viso of the section must be supplied in 
duplicate. | 

The Section of the Act referred to is as 
follows :— 

POWER TO LIMIT PRICES OF BUILDING 
MATERIALS. 

8.—(1) The Minister may at any time, if 
he thinks fit, order a local inquiry into. the 
cost {including the wholesale and retail 

icés, the transport, handling and over- 
ead charges, and the margin of profit) in 
Saorstat Eireann or any particular part or 
parts thereof of any materials or appliances 
used in the building of houses, and if he :s 
Satisfied, after the holding of such inquiry, 
that the cost of such materials or appliances 
in that area is. excessive and restrictive of 
gutput of building work, the Minister may 
by order prescribe the maximum amount of 
the wholesale price or of the retail price 
which may be charged for such materials or 
appliances in that area or the maximum 
amount of profit and of transport, handling 
and overhead charges which ‘may be in- 
cluded in the wholesale or the retail. price 
charged for such materials or appliances in 


| that. area, and may at any time and from 
| time to time by order, continue, vary or re- 


voke all or any prices or amounts prescribed 
by him or on appeal from him under this 
Section. 

(2) Any person aggrieved by an order 
made by the Minister under this Section may 
appeal from such order in the manner pro- 
vided by this Act. oS 

(5) If any person charges in any area to 
which an order under this Section applies a 
price for amy material or appliance to which 
the order applies in excass of the price which 
may lawfully be charged under the same 
order, he shall be guilty of an offence under 
this Act, and shall be liable on summary con- 
viction thereof. to a fine not exceeding £50, 
and where the person guilty of such offence 
is a company, the chairman, managing direc- 
tor and every other director and manager of 
the company shall be guilty of the like 
offence unless he proves that the act con- 
stituting the offeree took place without his 
consent or connivance. 

(4) Article 52 of tue Schedule to the Local 
Government (Application of Enactments) 
Order, 1898, shall apply to every local in- 
quiry held under this Section. 

(5) Neither this Section nor any order 
made thereunder shall continue in operation 
after the expiration of eighteen months from 
the passing of this Act: 

rovided that this Section shall not 
apply to the price of any material or ap- 
pao which is the gubject of a contract 
ona fide entered into at least one month 
prior to the date of the local inquiry, of 
which a copy has been supplied to the 

Minister within a fortnight from the date 

of the passing of this Act (the 20th April, 

1924), or within a fortnight from the date 

upon which such contract has been made.

DRASTIC PROPOSALS 
The building trade is vitally interested in 

the new Town Tenants’ Bill, because if it 
became law it. would have a highly detri- 
mental effect on the building of houses: in- 
deed, one builder has gone su far as to assert 
that it would sound the death knell of the 
Actis to improve the position of tenants 
and has been introduced to Dail Eireann by 
Deputy William A. Redmond, supported by 
See Al Byrne and James Cosgrave. 
tis deseribedas the Town Tenants Act. 
1924, ahd s to come into operation on 
lst January, 1925. The Act would apply to 
all Kdldings, whether dwellinghouses, shops, 
or other buildings or parts of buildings let as 
dwellinghouses or business premises situate 
in urban districts, towns, or villages in Saor- 
‘stat Eireann, and occupied either for residen- 
tial or business purposes, or partly for both. 

Clanse 1 provides that the tenant for the 
time being of every holding to which the 
Act Applies shall not be compelled to quit 
except he fail to pay rent, commit persistent 
waste, sub-divide his holding, or deny the 
landiérd access at reasonable hours. 

Clanse 2 says “(l) The tenant of every 
holding to which the Act appliés, notwith- 
standing any provisions in the contract of, ten- 
ancy to the contrary, shall be entitled to sell 
his interest in -thésholding.”’ 

(2) On the sale by a tenant of his inte- 
rest in the holding he shall serve upon the 
landlord a notice of his intention to sell, 
and the landlord shall have the option 
within 14 days of purchasing the interest 
of. the tenant in the premises, provided (i.) 
that the premises are used for residential 
purposes and as 3 private dwellinghouse 
only ; and (ii.) that the landlord reasonably 
requires the premises for occupation as á 
dwellinghouse for himself or some member 
of his family residing with him. 

(3) Where the landlord desires to exercise 
this option he must give notice to the 
tenant within 14 days of his intention to 
purchase. 

, (4) The landlord and tenant may agree, 

in writing, upon the price to be paid to 

the tenant for his interest. In defanlt of 
agreement, either party may apply to the 

Court -to fix the price payable by the land- 

lord to the tenant for his interest in the 

holding, whereupon the Court shall fix the 
price, which shall not be less than ten nor 
more than fifteen years’ purchase of the 
rent then lawfully payable by the tenant. 

(5) The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to premises let in tenements or 
where a dwellinghouse is sub-let to more 
than one tenant, provided that this sub-sec- 
tion shall not exclude from the benefit of 
the Act any holding let to one tenant only, 
but upon more thau one letting. 

(6) Any sale by any party contrary to 
the terms of this section shall be void. 
Clause 3 provides for similar procedure 

where the landlord desires to sel! his interest, 
or where the owner of any ground rent or 
superior interest desires to sell. 

Clause 4, section (1) is “The tenant for the 
time being of any holding to which this Act 
applies shall not during the continuance of 
the statutory term of his tenancy be com- 
pelled to pay a higher rent than the rent 
payable at the commencement of such term, 
or such rent as may be agreed upon or fixed 
by the Court as a fair rent. 

Clause 5 provides that the rent may be in- 
creased in certain cases to the extent of 
six per cent. per annum on the capital ¢7- 

ed by the land’ .d, under an agreement 

in writing to the tenant, for alterations and 
improvements. 

‘lause 6 provides that where owing to the 
neglect of the landlord the holding has got in- 
to a state of disrepair, the tenant may either 
apply to Court for liberty to execute repairs 
himself and deduct the cost from the rent or 
ask the Court to direct the sanitary authority 
to execute the repairs. 

The second part of the Bill provides— 

A) Town Tenant Commission shall be es- 
taviished, consisting of a Judicial Com- 
missioner and three Assistant Commissioners. 

The Judicial Commissioner, who must be 
a practising barrister of ten years’ standing, 
and Assistant wi:] be appointed by the Gover- 
nor-General on the advice of the Executive 
Council. The Judicia] Commissioner shall 
have the same rank and salary and mght as 
a Judge of the High Court. 

Assistant Commissioners must be practis- 
ing barristers of six years’ standing. 

All. questions in dispute between landlord 
and tenant shall be decided by the Courts 
of the Irish Town Tenants’ Commission by 
this Act established, namely, the Sub-Com- 
mission Court of the Chief Commission Court 

The Courts. may sit in Dublin or anywhere 
in the Free State. 


BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION TEST 
CASE IN LORDS. 


At the instance of the Attorney-General 
for Ireland, the point was raised in the House 
of Lords on Friday whether the owners of 
bridges carrying public roads are under an 
obligation so to strengthen them as to fit 
them for the support of modern heavy motor 
traflic. 

In the case under review the Chancery 
Division in Northern Ireland held that the 
Leagan Navigatioa Company “must include 
the ordinary future traffic on the road from 
time to time, gE “3 the present day 
órdinary traffic,” in their bridge upkeep 
arrangements. The judges in the Court of 
Appeal, however, came to the conclusion that 
this was wrong and declared that they were 
bound only to keep it in such serviceable 
repair as sufficed for the traffic in 1845, when 
the building of the bridge was sanctioned. 

Lord Blanesburgh remarked that it .would 
be poor satisfaction to a man who fell into a 
hole in 1924 to be told that the owners of the 
bridge were obliged only to keep it in re- 
pair suitable to the traffic of 1845. 

Lord Sumner said they might arrive at a 
perrod when no amelioration would be of 
effect and a new bridge would have to be 
built.’ He suggested that the time might 
come when trains would be run on roads. 

It was pointed out by counsel for the At- 
torney-Gieneral that there were common law 
obligations as well as any special statutory 
obligations. upon owners of bridges, and that 
the former were not abrogated by the latter. 
Mr. J. B. Matthews, K.C. (of the English 
Bar), asserted’ that the respondents, while 
taking over the | genkey and rights of their 
predecessors, had none of their obligations 
i on them. : 

nestion which would affect number- 
ges all over the kingdom was, must 
bridges be altered so as to accommodate new 
traffic as it periodically changed? He said 
not. Lord Finlay suggested that there was 
also the question whether a bridge owner 
was bound to widen it if it proved too 
narrow for the public convenience. 

Their lordships reserved judgment. 


SKILLED ENGINEERS GOING 
ABROAD. 


Mr. L. 8. Amery, M.P., and Mr. G. N. 
Barnes were among the guests at the annual 
dinner on Saturday of the London Associa- 
tion of Foremen Baginesre \ 
Proposing ' The Engineering Industry, 
Mr. Amery said it was a significant and most 
disastrous fact that to-day the remuneration 
of the skilled engineer was out of all pro- 
portion to his skill and ability. Owing to 
certain conditions of world competition, and 
the high degree of organisation in industries 
sheltered f world competition, unskilled 
dustmen, dockWs, and builders’ labourers 
were getting wages not only relatively but 
actually far higher than a skilled engineer, 
who had given Years to the acquisition of his 
skill. That was in absolute violation of all 
the principles of elementary justice, and was 
bound to lead to bitterness and ill-feeling in 
the industrial world, and it was also dis- 
astrous to the life of the nation, because it 
meant men would leave those industries and 
young men would refuse to enter them. 
The President of the Board of Trade 
told the House of Commons that in the 
last nine months 20,000 skilled men in the 
engineering trades had left this country, 
mostly for the United States.

Mr. Blythe said that, with reference to the 
taking off of the Safeguarding of Industries 
duties, it seemed to him that there was no 
reason why those duties should not come off 
at once, and he would pr that the pro- 
Visions of the Tinance Bill should be that they 
would not be collectible after May 12th. As 
regarded tinned fruit and bottled fruit, the 
latter was prepared to a great extent in Ire- 
land, and there seemed to. be no reason why 
the country’s needs should not be supplied by 
the home trade. 

"he authorities felt it desirable that in the 
case of fruit in syrup, as well as in confec- 


tionery, they should have a flat rate. It 
seemed to him, however, that in the case of 
tinned fruit, which could not be produced 
there, the tax ought to be reduced. 

It. had heen decided, therefore, that in the 
case of tinned fruit (not bottled fruit) the 
amount of proper duty would be reduced 
by two-thirds. That would still be a flat 
rate duty—not a duty on the sugar con- 
tents. It would make the duty a penny and 
one-fifth |a pound, which would not be going 
too far and would safeguard the revenue. 

The duty might be a little too steep in the 
case of bottled fruit, but he saw no reason 
why the bottling should not. be carried out 
in Ireland, 

Reference had been made to sugar factories. 
There was no Excise duty on sugar; there 
was only a Customs duty. If anyone could 
put up a factory to produce sugar, he was 
welcome to do it, and would not be liable to 
any tax. It would be unlikely that any 
Government would impose an import tax on 
sugar, unless sugar production became very 
arge, and that would raise an important 


yevenue problem. 


THE EXPERIMENT. 

In this matter of the experiment in pro- 
tection they had had criticism from two sides. 
There were those who said that they were not 
doing half enough, and those who said that 
they were letting the country in irrevocably 
for a policy of protection. It seemed to him 
that none of that criticism was justified. The 
Government were entering on the experiment 
with every desire and hope that it might be 
successful. Talk about the “hidden hand ”’ 
and suggestions that they wanted to make the 
experiment with the idea of its failing might 
be simply dismissed as r'diculous. 

They should, in all fairness, if they im- 
posed these duties, he committed to them for 
a fair period of years until the experiment got 
a fair chance. (Hear, hear.) He would not 
like to mention any period, because the pro- 
gress of the experiment would be watched by 
the Dail, which would be’able to make up its 
own mind and say whether the experiment 
had gone far enough and should be stopped, 
or whether it had been successful and should 
be extended, Protection should be given a 
full and fair trial. They were not committed 
to additional duties. ; 3 

If the results were eminently satisfactory; 
and showed that they could carry on in that 
way and get good results, and that they 
could extend industry and productivity with- 
out the undesirable results that some people 
anticipated, presumably the House would say 
in what way they could extend the experi- 
ment. n the other hand, if undesirable 
results were found, no matter what clamour 
there might be, presumably when the proposal 
came up for an extension of the experiment 
and the putting on of other duties, the Dail, 
like Mr. George Bernard Shaw. could say, 
“Not bloody likely.”’ (Laughter. ) 4 


THE DATES, 


The experiment had not been prejudiced by 
the question of dates. The two main items 
were confectionery and boots. In the case of 
one the duty would be imposed immediately, 
and in the case of the other it would be im- 
posed without delay to prevent serious fore- 
staling. Forestalling, for all practical pur- 
poses, had been negligible. In the case of 
bottles there had heen no forestalling. 

The position that the Government had to 
face was that there was a deficit, and they 
could not rightly reduce taxation. It was 
all right to borrow for constructive work, if 
they were not borrowing to an outrageous 
extent. and if the money was being well and 
properly yspent, but it was undoubtedly bad 
and unsound to borrow to meet ordinary 
current expenses. (Hear, hear.) 

He said there last year that he thought 
the ‘cost of the Army could be cut down 
to four millions this year, and the year after 
that to two millions. Hé did not believe at 
the moment that they could bring it down 
to two millions next year, but he hoped that 
in due time they could bring it down to that 
figure. But suppose, even if they reduced the 
Army to that extent, they still would have a 
deficit of half a million—and substantially 
more—to make good. They could not under 
these circumstances propose to reduce taxa- 
tion. He did not think it desirable, in Wiew 
of the poorness of the country, that they 
should increase taxation in order to meet 
their full expénditure. It seemed to. him 
that the right thing to do was to continue 
to aim at reduction, so that their expenditure 
might be brought down to a level with the 
revenue, without any increase in taxation. 

Deputy Johnson had asked why they did 
not inelude clothing instead of boots in the 
protection scheme: One reason why they 
took boots was that they could ascertain 
fairly well what the taxes on boots would 
produce. They were able to reduce the tea 
tax roughly acofrding to the revenue from 
boots, so that they could carry out this ex- 
periment without increasing the cost of living, 
and he felt that this would not lead to any 
appreciable increase in the cost of living. 
He did not say that there would not be an 
increase of one point, or perhaps two points, 
but he said that there would be no appreci- 
able increase. ' 


THE SUGAR DUTY. 


Tt had been suggested that they should 
take a certain amount of taxation off sugar, 
and he thought he had explained the reason 
why that was not done. The amount they 
could have afforded was only a farthing a 
pound, which, they felt, would be of very 
little advantage to the consumer, and they 
thought it better to take it off the tea, where 
it would benefit the consumer. 

There had been talk about reducing the 
tax on beer and spirits. They had considered 
that. They could not admit, in view of the 
evidence before them, that there was a likeli- 
hood of increased consumption—if it was de- 
sirable— which would lead to as good a yield 
from lower taxes. If £1 per standard barrel 
were taken off beer, it would mean a loss in 
revenue, allowing for any increase that might 
occur, of about three-quarters of a million a 
year. A decrease in spirit duty would have 
the same effect. So that it was impossible 
Fa to remit taxation, and to get increased 
yield. 

‘They could perhaps by suitable remissions 
of taxation improve the. conditions of the 
country so much that -the yield would be 
equal if they could wait for some years for 
the result. He had no doubt that if they 
reduced income tax by 1s. 6d., it would be a 
very great stimulus to industry, and that 
they would ultimately get the 1s. 6d. back 
on the improved yield, bat they would not 
get it this year, or next@@r the r after, 
effect of such remission of taxation 
would be neutralised by the bad effect of 
their credit generally. 7

IRISH RAILWAYS. 


ABORTIVE DELIBERATIONS OF 


WAGES BOARD. 

The Irish Railway Wages Board, which, 
under the chairmanship of-Mr. Justice Wylie, 
sat last week at the King’s Inns, Dublin, to 
arbitrate on various claims in regard to 
wages put forward by the companies and 
their employés, has failed to reach an agree- 
ment as to any immediate change in the 
existing rates of pay and conditions of service 
on the Irish railways. 

Tinless its members were. unanimous, the 
Board could not issue any findings, and, as a 
matter of fact, there was such wide 
divergence of opinion between the representa- 
tives of the companies and the representatives 
of the trade uniong on the Board that no 
agreement was reached on any point. 

SENATOR O’FARRELL’S VIEWS. 

Senator J. T. O'Farrell (Irish Secretary of 
the Railway Clerks’ Association), in a state- 
ment last evening, said that the obvious 
effect of the abortive result of the proceedings 
wag that his Association was now free to take 
whatever action was considered necessary to 
further the proposals which were first sub- 
mitted ten months ago. Future action in the 
matter would be decided at a special delegate 
convention of the Irish branches of the Asso- 
ciation, which would be convened shortly. 

“The attitude of the railway companies,”’ 
he said, “is an unmistakeable notification to 
railway workers that in wage negotiations 
reason is a worn-out, antiquated commodity, 
and must be supplanted by the more modern 
and more effective quality known as force. It 
is this policy that creates Bolshevism. The

INTIMIDATED WITNESS. 


JUDGE ON “ SHOCKING STATE 
OF AFFAIRS.” 


A verdict of not guilty was returned at 
Wexford Quarter Sessions.on a charge against 
Philip Somers, Townamullogue, of, being in 
unlawful possession of harness, knowing it to 
have been stolen. from Castleboro, the pro- 
perty of Lady Jane Cory, 

Robert Richardson, formerly land steward 
at Castleboro, said that on December 4 
some of the harness was stolen: In March he 
was asked to go to Courtnacuddy lane, where 
he saw some articles. He could not swear 
that they were the articles stolen from 
Castleboro. 

The State Solicitor asked the witness if 
he had been approached since the case started 
and was he intimidated. The judge also 
asked the witness if he had been threatened. 

The witness replied that he could not say 
that he was threatened. 

‘The Judge, in telling the witness he might 
leave the box, remarked that it was a shuck- 
ing state of affairs. He (the judge) had ro 
doubt that the witness had identified the 
articles. He did not believe that the charge 
was a trumped up one. As long as people 
interfered with the course of justice in that 
way—if witnesses were nov allowed to give 
evidence before a jury that would try a man 
honestly—then there would be no peace in 
the country. He had no doubt that the 
articles did belong to Lady Cory.

ACCIDENT IN THE LEE. 


DEPUTY HARBOUR MASTER’S 
PROMPT ACTION. 


A remarkable accident, which might have 
caused the closing for a long time of the River 
Lee, was reported at the meeting of the Cork 
Harbour Board last evening. 

The Harbourmaster, Captain Osborne, 
stated that on the 30th ultimo. the American 
steamship Eastside, 2,789 tons, left for sea at 
5.50. Some small defect in the steering gear 
was observed when she was starting, but was 
repaired, and she went ahead. When she was 
passing the Commissioner’s yard, however, 
the steering gear broke down completely, and 
she became unmanageable. She moved to 
starboard and ran aground on the south bank 
of the river, below the Gridiron, having 
nearly collided with a dredger. Her stern 
swung around with the tide, and grounded on 
the north bank, thus completely blocking the 
channel. Captain Kelly, who was crossing 
the river in a row boat, saw the accident and 
pulled to the Eastside, where, by his skill and 
seamanship, he got her stern off the ground 
and enabled her to proceed. A strong ebb 
tide was Seg and but for Captain Kelly’s 
services the Eastside would have broken her 
back and blocked the river.

The ofBcial figures for 


WOUNDED SERGEANT 
DIES.

AT INQUEST.

Yesterday, Dr. P. J. Stokes (Deputy 
Coroner) held an inquest on the body of 
Sergeant Thomas Griffin, of the Civic Guard, 
who died in Clonmel District Hospital at 
4 o'clock yesterday morning as the result of 
a bullet wound received on Tuesday afternoon 
at Cregg, Carrick-on-Suir. 

Chief Superintendent Clinton, Thurles, and 
Superintendent Sheridan, Civic Guard, 
Clonmel, were in attendance. 

Mr. J. J. Skinner, solicitor, who appeared 
for the State, said that he hoped to be able 
to give evidence, but not that day, as to 
the person who deliberately itflicted the 
wound which was the cause of death. It 
was a terrible thing that in County Tipperary 
unarmed men—as the Guards were—who were 
there to protect life and property, should be 
treated as they had been for some time past. 

A Guard named Collins, while on duty on 
Monday, at about 5.45 p.m., at Cregg, out- 
side Carrick-on-Suir, met a man cycling on 
the footpath. He did not know him, and 
approached the man to get his name and 
address. Instead of coming off the bicycle, 
the man put on speed. The Guard followed 
him up, and when they came to close 
quarters the man pulled from his pocket a 
revolver and, while on the bicycle, fired at 
the Guard. The matter was reported to 
Sergeant Griffin, who proceeded to a house in 
the district. He went into the house, which 
was empty, and then went to the back of the 
house and saw a man there, who pulled from 
his pocket a revolver and put it behind his 
back. When the sergeant approached to 
apprehend him the man deliberately fired at 
him, shooting him in the stomach. The 
other Guard came to his rescue, but the man 
fired, and Guard Murrin was also badly 
wounded. 

SERGEANT’S LAST STATEMENT. 

Sergeart P. Burke, Civic Guard, Clonmel, 
deposed that he saw Sergeant Griffin on 
Tuesday evening in hospital in Clonmel. He 
made the following statement and signed 
it:—‘* 1, Thomas Griffin, having the fear of 
death before me, and without any hope of 
recovery, make the following statement: 
I remember 6th May. I am in charge «f 
the Civic Guard Barracks, Carrick-on-dulr. 
I left the station there on duty, accompanied 
by Guard Murrin, and proceeded to Cregg, 
about a mile from the town. We crossed 
the bridge below Harris's, and went to 
Dwyer’s house. We ‘went into the house, 
and I saw a riding breeches. There was 
no one in. We went out, and I called 
Guard Murrin. I saw someone round the 
hay. The fellow put out his head. I saw 
him put his hand into his pocket and pull 
out a .45 Colt revolver. 1 saw him ther 
putting his hand behind his back, I ad- 
vanced towards him, and was speaking to him, 
and when within about seven paces of him he 
cocked the revolver and fired three shota at 
me. I then fell, and heard him firing shots 
at Murrin. I think the man who fired the 
shots is Sonny O'Dwyer. I do not remember 
any more.—Signed, Thomas Griffin, Sergeant, 
814." 

Dr. Crean, Clonmel, stated that Sergeant 
Griffin died at 4 a.m. on Wednesday, Death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage, resulting 
from a bullet wound in the abdomen. . 

Dr. Murphy, Clonmel, gave corroborative 
evidence, 

Dr. P. Stephenson, Carrick-on-Suir, who 
first saw the sergeant after he had been 
wounded, also gave evidence. 

Mr, Skinner asked for an adjournment to 
that day week. Guard Murtin. was very 
seriously ill, and the doctors would not allow 
the jury to attend before him to take ary 
evidence. As a matter of fact, paralysis had 
set in, and it looked as if there would be 
another inquest. 

The inquest*was then adjourned till 3 
o’clock on next Wednesday. 

SYMPATHY WITH THE RELATIVES.

The members of 
the jury, who knew Sergeant Griffin, said 
that a more gentlemanly person could not 
belong to the Civic Guard. The jury re- 
gretied his death deeply, and tendered their 
sincere sympathy with his bereaved mother. 

The Coroner and Mr. Skinner, solicitor, 
associated themselves with the jury’s remarks, 

Superintendent Clinton said that he had 
known Sergeant Griftin almost since the time 
that he joined the Guards. He was one of 
the pioneers of the Guards in Tipperary, and 
fought hard against blackguardism and 
ruftianism. 

At the sitting of the Thurles District Court 
yesterday Mr. Flood, District Justice, ex- 
pressed his deep regret at the death of Ser- 
geant Griffin, and his sympathy with the 
Civic Guards generally. Mr. J. J. Ryan, 
solicitor; Mr. F. O'Connor, State Solicitor, 
and Mr. O'Loughlin, Registrar, associated 
themselves with the justice’s remarks. 

The remains of Sergeant Griffin will be 
removed by train to Cork to-day. The Civic 
Guard Band from Dublin will attend the 
funeral.

EFFORT TO SAFEGUARD

IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Ovcr OWN UORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

The Paris edition of the Chicago Tribune 
prints to-day an interview which its Special 
Correspondent, now in Ireland, has had with 
President Cosgrave. Mr. Hugh Kennedy, 
Free State Attorney-General and Legal Ad- 
viser, was present at this interview. i 

President Cosgrave said—'' Our position is, 
the Treaty, the whole Treaty and nothing 
but the Treatv. We have carried out our part 
in face of the greatest difficulties, and we 
intend to continue to do so. England has 
carried out her part, and we expect her to 
continue, too. 

“Tet me direct your attention to the 
language of the Treaty on the points in dis- 

ute with the North-Eastern Government. 
he Treaty was made, not with a part of 
Ireland, but with the whole of Ireland, for 
whom our plenipotentiaries spoke. But to 
satisfy the fears and prejudices of some Irish- 
men in the North-East they were given, in 
Article Twelve, the right to contract out of 
the Free State by presenting an address to 
the King to this effect. 

“ Article Twelve, however, goes on to 
make an important provision. It says—‘ Pro- 
vided that if such address is so presented by 
a Commission, consisting of three persons, 
etc., shall determine the boundaries,’| we 
hold the whole situation is governed by that 
word ‘ provided.’ 

AR Úister persists in refusing to appoint 
a Commissioner her process of contracting out 
hecomes incomplete, and she automatically 
reverts to her original position as part of the 
Uree State. It will be our duty then to pro- 
vide for the Government of Ulster as far as 
our powers go. 

NORTHERN MEMBERS, 

“Under the Treaty, of course, Ulster re- 
tains her separate provincial Parliament, with 
control of certain of her public services. The 
only difference is that the reserve powers now 
exercised by the British Parliament, would 
be exercised by the/frish Parliament, and the 
members elected in Ulster to the British Par- 
liament would sit in Dail Eireann, 

“Our first duty would be. to provide for 
the election of members of the Dail Eireann 
from the Ulster area, and that will be done 
as soon as the position is clear. It would be 
the duty also of the British Parliament to 
dismiss the Ulster members now sitting 
there, as they would have no status in that 
Parliament. 

“ We expect England to carry out the Treaty 
as scrupulously ag we have done, and we 
are sure she will. 

“1 would also point out,” declared Presi- 
dent Cosgrave, “that Ulster’s claim to be a 
party to the bargain is incorrect. There were 
onlv two parties to that bargain—lIreland and 
Britain—with Ulster part of one or the other. 
The Act of 1920, which Ulster claims as a 
bargain with her, was not a bargain. It was 
the act of a ruling country, imposed on a 
province, which Ulster, as subordinate, had to 
accept. There was also a clause in that Act 
expressly excepting Treaties from its scope. 

LAW AND ORDER. 

“ But Ulster need have no fear of becoming 
part of Ireland. We have dane our utmost 
to restore law and order under terrible con- 
ditions. When we started we had neither 
Army nor police. The country had been un- 
policed for eighteen months. We created 
both. We shot and hanged men who com- 
mitted crimes, as any Government must do, 
and we did not hesitate to execute even the 
men wlio had brilliant, records in the Anglo- 
Irish war. 

“What has Belfast done?” asked President 
Cosgrave. “How many men were punished 
for the scores of murderg there? Yet they 
have had an organised police many times as 
numerous as our totai forces.” 

THE QUEENSTOWN OUTRAGE. 

** You may ask about the outrage at Cork, 
where some ruffians fired on unarmed British 
soldiers. It is a fair question, and my reply 
is: We will get these men. They ure in a 
dificult country, and have the population 
terrorised; so they will take some getting. 
But we are confident of bringing them to 
justice. This very crime shows the growth 
of a better spirit in the country. Even the 
most violent Republicans, like Mary Mac- 
Swiney, completely repudiate it and its per- 
petrators.”

DISCUSSED BY BRITISH 
CABINET. 


Our Own CoRRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Sir James Craig’s statement that he finds 
it impossible to accede to the request of the 
British Government and appoint a repre- 
sentative on the Boundary Commission is 

iving rise to some little disquietude in 
anmain circles. At its meeting this 
morning the Cabinet considered the question, 
but its conclusions, if any were reached, have 
not been revealed. ! 

‘At is known, however, that it is the firm 
intention of the Government to carry out the 
articles in the Treaty providing for the 
setting up of the Commission, and, in view of 
this decision, it can be stated with authority 
that the’ suggestion of Sir James Craig that 
the matter should be allowed to '' peter out” 
cannot be agreed to. At the same time, it 
is admitted that there is no time limit for the 
setting up of the Commission, and it 1s 
thought that the Free State Government 1s 
unlikely to press for an immediate settle- 
ment. As 

Delay seems to be the present idea, for it 1s 
pointed out that the selection of a neutral 
chairman, who will play a very important 
part in the proceedings, will not be an easy 
task, since it is desired to find a person who 
has taken no active part in politics. i

BOUNDARY DIFFICULTY 
YESTERDAY’S CABINET 
MEETING.

A Correspondent in a special article in 7'Ae i 
Times writes :'—Although the meeting of the 
Irish Prim§ Ministers resulted, as we were 
briefly told, in “no agreement," there has 
been one important and visible benefit—it has 
brought the guestion into the open, and has 


cannot be much longer delayed. Those who 
have followed the important correspondence in 
The Times are now in a position to under- 
stand why a simple question of the construc- 
tion of a couple of lines of a legal document 
should have kept the two sides apart for nearly 
three years, and why they may be kept apart 
indefinitely to the common and growing 
danger, unless a change of spirit takes place. 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, adds the writer, who 
resided over the Conference at the Colonial 
ice, and whose attitude has been helpful 
and mollifying throughout, tells us that, 
so far as the two Premiers iss 
sonally were concerned, the atmosphere 
is the same as that which prevailed when 
Mr. Collins and Sir James Craig signed the 
Post-Treaty agreement. ‘‘ There are no two 
men,” says the Colonial Secretary, ‘‘ who 
could have applied themselves to the problem 
with a more single-minded desire to find a 
solution.” What, then, keeps them apart ? 
Just what has ruined many a promising situa- 
tion in Ireland before—the fear of ‘* what 
somebody will say’’—the fear that the evil 
spirits in the South will proclaim the Republic 
and raid Tyrone and Derry, whilst the others 
will upset the Craig Government and start a 
faction fight in a back street in Belfast. One 
can only reply in the words of Mr. Arthur 
Henderson—*" Let them get on with the job.” 
A good many difficulties in Ireland, as else- 
where, melt away when boldly faced, and if 
Mr. Cosgrave would to-day show the same 
resolution as did Michael Collins two years 
ago, he would, perhaps, ffind that the 
eloquent Republican ladies and the fire-eating 
Brigadier-Generals were not such terrible 
people as they fancy themselves to be. Like 
the volunteers of the song, they would prove 
‘‘invincible in time of peace; invisible in 
time of war.” : 
Above all, let both sides, as the Colonial 
Secretary advises, keep a cool head and a 
close mouth, paying no attention to the silly 
prattle about ‘‘secret diplomacy.”’ Ail 
diplomacy that is worth while always has been 
and always will be secret. ‘‘ When men meet 
in private conference,” says Mr. Thomas, “* if 
you make public everything that takes place, 
you render it very difficult to call them 
together again with any hope of peaceful solu- 
tion.” Does anyone imagine that the Treaty 
would ever have been signed if bulletins had 
been published at intervals as the negotiations 
proceeded, and if the articles had been sub- 
jected to the discussion and recrimination of 
super-heated partisans outside? We may 
assume that, since its recent reconstraction, 
Mr. Cosgrave can count on the loyal support 
of his Ministry as a whole. Sir James Craig 
obviously can count on his. Well, then, 
in the name of all that is holy and hopeful, 
let the two strong menu strike hands over a 
bargain that they know to be the best that is 
open to them, and the best for their country, 
and then let them show a united front to the 
“black women” and the wifra true blue 
heroes who have sworn that they will neither 
eat nor drink till they have utterly smashed 
every man and every Ministry that dares to 
outrage all historical precedent by talking 
sense, and by acting sensibly on ‘‘ the sacred 
soil of Ireland.” 


WHAT IS NORTHERN IRELAND? 

Sir West Ridgeway contributes a lengthy 
letter on the same subjact, in the course of 
which he states :—The question seems to me 
very simple. Clause 12 of the Treaty of 1921 
ruled that a Boundary Commission should be 
set up to demarcate the boundary between 
the Irish Free State and Northern Ireland. 
The question, therefore, arises, ' What is 
Northern Ireland’’’ Has it ever been de- 
fined? Yes, the Government of Ireland Act 
(1920) declared that Northern Ireland was 
to consist of the '' Parliamentary Counties of 
Antrim, Armagh, Down, Fermanagh, London- 
derry, and Tyrone, and the Parliamentary 
boroughs of Belfast and Londonderry.” . 
The Free State contends that the politicians 
who negotiated on behalf of the British 
Government decided, in defiance of the Act of 
Parliament, that certain counties included by 
that Act in Northern Ireland might be handed 
over to the Free State if the Boundary Com- 
mission ‘which the «Treaty proposed to 
set up so determined. But Lord Birken- 
head, who was one of the  negotia- 
tors—always ready to wound and = vet 
afraid to strike in a case where the interests 
of his once-beloved Ulster are concerned— 
denies that he was a party to any such 
blunder. Other politicians who represented 
the British Government are declared by name 
by the protagonists of the Free State to have 
made this illegal promise. They remain silent. 
Let them follow Lord Birkenhead’s example 
if their consciences allow them to do so, and 
also repudiate the soft impeachment.

CABINET AND THE COMMISSION. 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes:—The Cabinet considered the Irish 
Boundary question at its meeting yesterday 
morning. It is understood, however, that 
the appointment of the British member of the 
Boundary Commission who will act as Chair- 
man will not be announced until the Govern- 
ment have received the formal intimation 
from the Ulster Government of their deci- 
sion not to appoint a representative. There 
is not likely to be much further delay, how- 
ever, as the Cabinet have already considered 
the name of a likely Chairman. Meanwhile, 
considerable surprise has been created at the 
appearance in more than one newspaper yes- 
terday of the suggestion that if the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland declines to nominate 
a Commissioner, then the King, acting upon 
the advice of his Ministers, and with the 
assent of the Imperial Parliament, will pro- 
ceed to appoint a Commissioner for Northern 
Ireland. It may be stated definitely that 
such a plan was not in the minds of the 
signatories to the Irish Treaty nor of the 
Unionist Ministers who were engaged in the 
Irish negotiations in the last Parliament. It 
is expected that a question on the subject 
will be asked in tne House «f “ommons next 
week, and it is certain that any suggestion of 
this kind would be most vigorously chalienged 
by the Opposition.

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refusing new services which could reasonably 
be refused they could gradually, month b 
month, bring down the total cost of ad- 
ministration. ‘lhe Government felt that that 
should, and must, be done, and they believed 
that it could be done. They believed that 


sible to balance their Budget.

He knew that 
a reduction in taxation would bring about an 
improvement in the condition of agriculture ;

RECONSTRUCTION, 
THE DUBLIN BILL. 


The Committee stage of the Dublin Recon- 
struction Bill was taken, 

Alderman A. Byrne moved the following 
amendment :'— 

'“ An Order made under this section may 
authorise the Corporation to purchase, in addi- 
tion to any lands requived for the purpose of 
widening, opening, enlarging, extending, or 
otherwise improving a street, such lands as 
may be required for the purpose of enabling 
the Corporation to provide and Jet or sell, 
with the approval of the Minister, suitable 
building sites fronting upon such improved 
street.’ 

He said that the amendment was merely 
for the purpose of providing that an ugly 
building adjoining any of the new AE ó] 
might be removed or that the owner might 
be compelled to improve it so as to harmonise 
with ils surroundings. 

Mr. Good said that, if the amendment was 
to be limited to the destroyed area, he had 
no objection, but it might in some cases 
entail considerable hardship. Take the case 
of an owner of adjoining premises who might 
purchase a site for the extension of his 
prenuses. It would be rather unfair to 
compel him to proceed with the extension 
wighin a limited period of two years if the 
contition of trade did not warrant it, 
On the promise of the Minister for Local 
Government to consider the matter, Alder- 
man Byrne withdrew his amendment, 

The Committee stage of the bill was passed, 
and the bill was then passed through all its 
stages and sent to the Senate. 


CIVIC GUARD BILL.

had turned down the White Paper containing 
the proposels of the Postmaster-General, it 
was necestary for them to put forward some 
suggestion to the Dail for approval. As 
regards. the question of expenditure of money, 
there would be ample time for the Minister of 
Finance to consider it by the time the proposals 
were submitted by the Postmaster-General. 
The chief proposal put forward by the Com- 
mittee would not entail very much expendi- 
ture of money. The Postmaster-Genera]l on 
the last occasion laid great stress on the 
musical side of the programme, but the Com- 
inittee considered that the national interests 
were far more important—the gains to agri- 
cultural and other industries—through the 
means of broadcasting. He hoped that the 
Dail would accept ‘this final report of the 
Committee. * 
The report was adopted. 


POSTAL FACILITIES, 
PROTEST AGAINST CURTAIL- 
MENT. 


On the motion for the adjournment, Alder- 
man Corish drew attention to the curtailment 
of postal facilities in the Saorstat, and asked 
if it was the considered policy of the Govern- 
ment, or simply a depurtmental policy, It 
was a retrograde step, and the facilities in 
rural areas had become worse. If the system 
of curtailing the postal services was persisted 
in, it would seriously injure the business of 
the country. The steps the Postmaster- 
General was taking would practically isolate 
the farming community. 
There had been men employed for a number 
of years as auxiliary postmen, and their 
services had been dispensed with. They re- 
ceived no compensation whatever. Some of 
them were kept on to deliver letters three or 
four days a week, but at a lower rate of pay. 
He did not think that thar was fair. 
Mx. Conlon. said that the closing of sub- 
offices had caused great inconvenience. 
Mr. Gorey said that he would refer to the 
matter again when the postal estimates came 
on. 
The Postmaster-General said that the 
matter of Post Office expenditure was one 
about which the country could not blow hot 
and cold at the same tine. For the past two 
years he and the Government had been 
attacked by a section of the community for 
the heavy financial commitments the country 
was called on to bear owing to the cost of 
postal services. Consequently it was his duty 
to see that the system handed over to them 
by their predecessors was reasonably sub- 
jected to modification. They had something 
over 20,000 officials—-he thought 20,400—in- 
cluding permanent and temporary officials, 
and in a staff of that size it was possible to 
make a great many alterations without 
seriously imterfering with the economy of 
national life. 


SIXTY OFFICES CLOSED. 


Nut of 5,000 sub-offices they had closed 60, 
and out of .7,000 tmen, permanent and 
auxiliary, they had modified or dispensed 
with 515, . That was not a very radical 
alteration in the machinery. The temporary 
men had no claim on the Government. Some 
enb-offices were closed because they were 
within a mile or a mile and a half of other 
offices, and 
covered by postmen, 

As regarded old age gcáis” he had 
made arrangements whereby the suffering—if 
it could be so termed—was reduced to a 
minimum, 

He did not think that they would be 
justified in sending postmen to cover large 
areas with practically no correspondence. It 
was found that in many cases the postmen 
did not get letters the total postage of which 
aggregated 50 per cent. of their wages. He 
was as keen as anybody else that the number 
of. unemployed should not be increased, and 
while they had _ abolished non-serviceabie 
posts, they had within the past twelve :nonths 
started an engineering indus in con- 
nection with the Post Office in Dublin, 
where two hundred men were employed 
at wages far higher than those paid to post- 
men, and they had been able to do that 
because they retrenched in other directions. 

It was their intention to push the telephone 
service into every town and village in the 
country. They had already taken steps to 
do that, and gangs of men were at work, and 
when that scheme was developed they hoped 
to see the country as far advanced as other 
agricultural countries such as Denmark, 

He had no apology whatever to make for 
the policy he had pursued, He held, and he 
thought that the Dai] would agree, that there 
was room for a change, and that the system 
handed over to them was not exactly the. 
system that suited this country, The whole 
loss to the Post Office was in rural districts, 
and he was prepared to meet them under 
the National Telephone Service 

The House rose at 8.15 until 3 o'clock

CHAIRMAN’S RULING 
CHALLENGED. 


The Senate met yesterday. Lord Glenavy

The “attention of the Senate was called to 
the report of the Joint Committee on Stand. 
ing Orders (Private Business), dated the 3rd 
May, 1924, that the appeal of the promoters 
against the decision of the Examiner of 
Private Bills that the Standing Orders have 
not been complied with in the case of the 
Irish Hydro and Peat Electric Power Bill, 
1924, has heen withdrawn, and that the 
Joint Committee do not recommend that the 
Standing Orders be dispensed with in the case 
of this bill, Fa : 
With regard to the Dublin Electricity 
Supply Bill and the East Leinster Electricity 
Supply Bill~in both cases objection having 
teen made on second reading—the Chairman 
explained the position under Standing Orders. 
It appeared that it was incumbent on him 
to fix a day for discussion in the case of any 
bill against which objection was made on 
second reading. The Chairman referred to 
the special circumstances of these particular 
bills, and said that he proposed to fix either 
that day at the conelusion of the business on 
the agenda or the following day. He asked 
what would meet the convenience of the 
Senate. He went on to explain the principle 
usually observed in the British Parliament 
with regard to the p e of private bills, 
and suggested that membera of the Senate 
should he slow to exercise their right to block 
these bills at the second stage. 


WORD OF EXPLANATION,

ALL DISINTERESTED, 


At a later stage, Senator Douglas moved 
that the Dublin Electricity Supply Bill be 
read a second time. 

The Chairman said that he had received 
a message from the Joint Committee on 
Standing Orders to the effect that they were 
recommending to each House the adoption of 
the following :'— ! 
(1) That no member of either House should, 

in or before the Dail or Senate, or any 

Committee of the Whole House, be entitled 

to vote on any private bill in which he 1s 

personally interested, pecuniarily or other- 
wise. 
(2) That no member of either House should 
bring forward, promote; oy advocate in the 
Oireachtas any proceeding or measure in 
which he may have acted or been concerned 
for a consideration of any fee or other 
pecuniary award. 
(3) That no member of either House should 
act as Parhamentary agent, or in the capa. 
city of counsel in the matter of any private 
bills in the Oireachtas. 

These resolutions, the Chairman said, 
would probably appear before them for re- 
ference ut their next meeting. 

Mr. Douglas said that the Joint Commit- 
tee did not definitely suggest that this resolu- 
tion should be made the Standing Orders. 
They simply passe. these resolutions as ex- 
pressing their opinion as to what should be 
the practice. 

Senator Farren asked for a ruling from the 
Chair whether it was in order that this bill 
sliouid he considered after public business 
had been disposed of. 


RETURNS TO CHARGE. 


The Chairman said that he did not think 
there was anything in the objection, as. the 
matter had been brought up at the beginning 
of the procecdings. 

Mr. Farren then asked whether it was in 
order for the officials of the Oireachtas to 
he used for the purpose of spreading propa- 
gandist literature in favour of private viiis. 

The Chairman said that what happened 
when the bil] was mentioned after the discus- 
siou of the second stage was that a communica- 
tion was sent to him on behalf of the promo- 
ters of one of those bills asking whether there 
would be any objection to a short statement 
in regard to itd eontents being circulated to 
the Hovse. Inasmuch as the practice always 
was that the promoters were entitled to cir- 
eulate amongst the members of the House, 
by post or otherwise, any information in 
regard to 4 private bill, he allowed them 
to circulate this information in the House 
that day. 

On a division, the bill was passed by 17 
votes to 6, 

The second reading of the Eat Leinster 
Electricity Suppiy Bill was also passed. 

On the motion of Senator Douglas, the fol- 
lowing formal resolution was adopted :— 
‘* That it is expedient to appoint a joint com- 
mittee of both Houses to consider the Dublin 
Electricity Supply; Bill, and that a message 
be sent to the Dail to this effect.”’ 


WARM EXCHANGES.

OT oor leading article on “The Un- 
skilled,” in your issue of to-day’s date, you 
base a plea for dilution of labour on an alleged 
shortage of skilled workers, referring par- 


workers. So far dr soy tre ó gol sr 
s no unemployment amongst ski 
buinne workers there is in fact considerable 
unemployment. A recent inguiry, giving re- 
turns of members of painters’ trade unions 
unemployed in the last week of March, shows 
that in the Dublin district, out of 1,230 
painters, no less than 90 were unemployed, or 
over 7 ad cent. For the various skilled 
trades taken together—bricklayers, carpenters, 
plumbers, painters, slaters—the percentage of 
unemployed members was over ten. 

Painting is a trade which suffers excep- 
tionally from seasonal fluctuation. Thus, in 
January last, one branch of a painters’ trade 
union had no less than 25 per cent of its 
members unemployed, while last September 
the percentage was slightly under three. The 
saive fluctuations are found in varying degree 
in all branches of the building industry, Some 
degree of fluctuation may be inevitable, bat 
there is little doubt that much greater steadi- 
ness of employment could be secured if em- 

T8, lic authorities and private persons 
would remember that — carpentering, 
etc., particularly on indoor work, ean be done 
in winter as well as in summer. To “dilute 
labour, without taking into account the actual 
facts as regards unemployment and the regular 
seasonal fluctuation, would be simply to 
exaggerate the fluctuations and cause increased 
hardship to both *‘ diluted’ and “ dilutees. 

There is considerable’ truth in your state- 
ment that the official figures of unemployment 
relate almost exclusively to unskilled workers; 
but it is quite absurd to conclude that the 
skilled workers are not suffering from unem- 
ployment. The official figures, owing to the 
fact that many thousands of workers have 
exhausted their right to yg fos 
benefit and to the fact that in the many 
trades both employers and employed use the 
trade union branches as employment ex- 
changes, and for other reasons, are defective 
in two ‘respects—they exclude large numbers 
of both skilled and unskilled workers. The 
official figures may serve as a general index of 
the state of employment, but, as is the case 
with -all statistics, careful judgment and 
knowledge are required in drawing. conclusions 
from them.-—Yours, etc.. :

IRISH-GROWN TOBACCO. 


TO THD EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The position of tobacco-growing in 
Ireland, as afiected by the Financial Resolu- 
tion No. 10, is as follows:—Imperial prefer- 
ence is abolished and subsidies to Irish 
growers of tobacco are discontinued. Indian 
and Colonial tobaceos for the future will be 
charged the same rate of duty as American 
and other foreign leaf. Consequently the very 
‘considerable sacrifice of Irish revenue whic 
has been made, although the preference was 
primarily intended by the British Govern- 
ment to encourage the production of tobacco 
in India and the Colonies, has been brought 
to an end. The reasons which influenced the 
Government are obvious—first, because the 
sacrifice of revenue caused by this preference 
would have to be made up by increased taxa- 
tion; second, because no corresponding com- 
mercial advantage was offered by the countries 
concerned to “Trish manufacturers; third, 
because jt was unfair to growers of Irish leaf 
to compel them to compete on even terms 
with the product of coloured labour paid at 
the rate of twopence a day. 

The Minister of Finance has intimated in 
the clearest possible language that it is the 
intention of the Government that the Irish 
grower should have the benefit of the pre 
tective duty, amounting to one shilling and 
sixpence per pound, The manufacturers, how- 
ever, I am informed, are determined to de- 
feat the benevolent intentions of the Govern- 
ment by threatening, if the preferential duties 
are not retained, to make the consumer pay a 
higher price for his tobacco or, in the alter- 
native, to reduce wages, The public have not 
forgotten the fact that no reduction in the 

rice of tobacoo resulted from the adoption of 
mperial preference, and they will maintain, 
therefore, that no excuse can be found for 
increasing the price now that it is abolished. 
Indian and Colonial tebaccos have been used 
for blending with American leaf to a greater 
or ‘lesa, extent by all Irish manufacturers; 
but the increased profit arising from the lower 
duty may not have been large enough to share 
with the consumer. - The threat to reduce 
w is, however, hardly fair, considering 
that the fall in the price of foreign leaf and 
other raw material since 1919 is far greater 
than the increase of wages since that date. 
Tobacco-growing in Ireland has hitherto 
been upon an experimental basis, the area 
limited and the growers arbitrarily selected. 
Now for the first time tobacco-growing has 
been placed upon an industria] basis, and the 
encouragement given to it by the trade and 
the public will determine the extent of its 
development.—Yours, etc.,

In their depositions they stated 
that Patrick Leary said he meant to take a 
colt. to Bandon Fair on Wednesday, 27th 
February. The colt was not taken to the 
fair. Patrick Leary left home on the morn- 
ing renee that of the fair, and was not 
heard of until his mutilated remains were 
found. 

Dr. Charles Nyhan’s evidence was to the 
effect that Patrick Leary’s death was due to 
fracture of the skull. e dismembering of 
the body was post mortem. - It was done by 
means of a heavy, sharp instrument. -

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NURSERY RESCUE WORK. 


The annual meeting of the Nursery Rescue 
and Protestant Children’s Aid Society was 
held yesterday in the Litton Hall, son 
Park, Dublin. The Rev. é; E. bus the 
Chairman, spoke of the development oí the 
spirit of kindliness in the world, especially 
as shown in the care for children. He stated 
that in Germany illegitimate children, such 
as this Society befriends, are regarded as 
the concern of the State, and are trained with 
a view to becoming good citizens; but, while 
recognising that the State ought to assist in 
the support of such fatherless children, the 
efforts of voluntary charity should not he dis- 
couraged. The actual care and training of 
the children should not be left to a depart- 
ment of State, but should remain in the hands 
of people who would recognise a child's great 
need of love. 

The annual report showed that four chi) d-en 
had been adopted during the year, a fifth 
removed by her parents on their inarriage, 
and that only two deaths had taken place, 
one by accident; 38 children remained in 
charge of the Society. The standard of health 
was normal. 

The balance sheet showed that the receipts 
were £715 17s. and ex iture £744 19s, 10d. 
The adverse balance had reduced the amount 
in the bank balance by £29 2s. 10d. It was 
pointed out that the balance which was neces- 
sary for carrying on the work of the Associa- 
tion had been decreasing year by year. The 
contributions of the mothers of the children 
amounted to £310 8s, 8d.—a proof of the good 
influence upon their characters of the Homes 
in which they had been trained, the Magdalen 
Asylum and the Nursery Rescue Home (now 
closed). Thanks were expressed for the re- 
fund of £184 5s. ld. from the Ministry of 
Local Government under the Child Welfare 
Act.

Those 
were the things they hoped the bill would 
They intended to license all ex- 
porters; they had nothing to do with the 
retailers. e wholesale egg merchant's 
license would cost thirty shillings, and would 
be available so long as they acted properly 
in handling the eggs. 

INSPECTION OF PACKING PLACES. 
Danish and New Zealand  eggs—which 
fetched high prices—were all of equal size. 
They wanted to have eggs báis Mhná 
Ireland packed in the same way, and guaran- 
teed fresh and clean. All premises where 
eggs were in cold storage, or were kept pre- 
served, would be arranged with the Ministry, 
and would be o to inspection. Every one 
deali in cold@torage or preserved eggs 
must have boxes so marked, in letters at 
least two inches long. The market authorities 
must supply covered places for the packing 
ot eggs. .In many places eggs were packed 
in the open street, and when rain came down 
it wet the straw, and made the eggs musty,

‘ines for ‘infringing the provisions of the 
Act would not exceed £20 for a first offence, 
£50 for a second, and £100 for a third. One 
mstance came to his notice, where a dealer 
sent two hundred cates of eggs, and not one 
of them would be passed by the officer of the 
Ministty. A fine of £50 would not be too 
much for that gentleman.

He denied 
that the Danish egg trade secured the 
inghest price in the British market. 
He pointed out that the Irish trade bad in- 
creased three-fold. He thought that before 
the final reading of the bill a copy of the 
licence of wholesale dealers should be placed 
upon the table of the House, as he was not in 
favour of giving the Ministry a blank cheque 
to\insert any conditions it liked in these 
licences. The main object of the bill was to 
eliwinate Irish straw and timber in packing of 
the eggs and utilise Swedish wood and 
timber. 

PLEA FOR IRISH TIMBER: 

He deprecated very strongly this handicap 
upon the Irish box-making industry. The 
Irish egg trade had never been so good as it 
was at present, and he did not see any neces- 
sity for the bill. He quoted figures from the 
Newcastle-on-Tyne market to show that Irish 
eggs were selling at a higher price than 
anish. 

The Minister of Agriculture said that there 
was no objection to Irish timber, with a small 
exception. They did not want eggs packed 
in damp. straw.

“STUPID LEGISLATION” 

Mr. D: H. Charles, LL.B., solicitor, said 
that it was nothing short of astonishing that 
such ''a one-sided, purposeless, stupid piece 
of legislation” should be brought before the 
Dail. If it was passed houses now in course 
of construction would not be completed. 

The bill, he declared, was definitely and 
deliberately calculated to confer advantages on 
existing tenants at the expense of the future 
tenants. 

A resolation was unanimously ; 
nouncing ‘‘in the strongest possible terms 
the principle contained in the Town Tenants 
Bill, on the ground that it had for its pur- 
pose blind and unjust destruction of economic 
rights. If the bill was passed by the Dail 
its principles would be applied to all kinds 
of property and in every line of business, and 
it was, therefore, the duty of ail public 
hodier in the Free State to strenuously oppose 
the bill and to prevent its becoming law. 

Mr. H. J. S. Fullerton, in proposing the 


assed de- 


-resolation, said the principle which the new 


bill championed was in effect key money, 
which was prohibited by the Rent Restric- 
tions Act. If that principle were once estab- 
lished, nobody knew where it was going to 


end. 

Mr. Crawford Smith, who seconded the 
resolution, said that what landlords and 
tenants were suffering from was Government 
interference. 

Mr. Walter Butler said that he had 
learned from a gentleman connected with the 


Senate that the bill would not pass.

NEW BILL A MEASURE OF 
CONFISCATION. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Irish Landowners’ Convention held 
yesterday at 6 Merrion square, Dublin, the 
following resolution was unanimously 
passed :— : 

“The Executive Committee of the Irish 
Landowners’ Convention have considered the 
provisions of the Town Tenants Bill, 1924, 
now before the Dail, and desire to record 
their. emphatic protest against it and the 
principles on which it is based. . 

They are of opinion that, if such a 
measure was passed, it would at once put an 
end to any development of the cities and 
towns in the Free State, and would mean 
absolute confiscation to those who have in- 
vested their money in house property and 
housing development. Not only in towns 
would the effect of such a measure be felt, but 
throughout the entire country as well. 


‘The expense of carrying out such a 
measure on the lines indicated in the Bill. 


would amount to an enormous annual sum 
and would place a further heavy charge on 
the already overburdened taxpayer.”
